Response to Arguments 

Applicant argues: "Lawler, however, fails to disclose, teach, or suggest a 
'selectable recording device for providing recording options to a user, comprising... a 
processor configured to provide a user option to select at least one desired subset of 
content streams for a particular program event for recording, wherein the subset 
includes at least one available content stream" as recited in claim 21. 

Applicant states: "More specifically, nowhere in Lawler is there any option of 
recording any subset of content streams for a particular program event. As shown in 
FIGS. 5 and 6 (element 130) there is simply an option to record a program event, not 'a 
user option to select at least one desired subset of content streams for a particular 
program event for recording' as recited in claim 21". 

As detail in the previous office action, the user selected recorded program meets 
the limitation of "a user option to select at least one desired subset of content streams 
for a particular program event for recording". Where the recorded program is the 
desired subset of content streams. The programs that are not selected for recording by 
the user are the available content streams that are excluded by the subset. 
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
